1 . I am a joint inventor of the subject matter disclosed and claimed in the 
above identified patent application, along with the other two inventors named herein. 

2. I am i'amiliar with the patent application and what id discloses and claims. 

3. The subject matter disclosed in he patent application was conceived 
sometime prior to June of 1997. Appended as Exhibit 1 is a true copy of a document entitled 
"GOLFS WITCH" that was prepared August 12, 1997 to describe the subject matter as it was 
then conceived. Exhibit 1 contains a description of the subject matter that is disclosed and 
claimed in the patent application. 

3. The accompanying Appendix sets forth in column form each current 
patent claim in one and the part Exhibit 1 that describes the subject matter of the 
corresponding claim in the other column. Exhibits 1 A-1H are accurate reproductions of selected 
pages in Exhibit 1 that are referenced in the Appendix for convenience. The subject matter of all 
of the current patent claims was conceived at least by August 12, 1997, as indicated in the 
appendix and the references therein to specific parts of Exhibit 1 . 
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5. Beginning in 1997, 1 and others employed by or associated with the 
assignee of the patent application began work on the development of software implementing 
the invention documented in Exhibit 1 . 

6. Development work continued until July of 1998 when the software was 
successfully tested. At that time, the invention was actually practiced and the subject matter 
disclosed and claimed in the patent application was actually used for its intended purpose in a 
test that was successfully carried out. 

7. Appended s Exhibit 2 is a true copy of a document that details the man 
hour effort devoted to developing the subject matter of the invention in the time period of June 
1997 (when the development work started) until July 1998 (when the subject matter of the 
invention was actually reduced to practice, successfully operated, and performed its intended 
purpose). The work I did is accurately shown on Exhibit 2 in the column for "Mike", and the 
work of others listed in Exhibit 2 is accurate to the best of my knowledge. 

8. The subject matter disclosed and claimed in the patent application was 
actually reduced to practice and successfully tested in July of 1998 and was not thereafter 
abandoned, suppressed or concealed. The invention that was reduced to practice and actually 
operated to perform its intended function at that time is what the current patent claims describe. 

9. Between July of 1998 and December, and thereafter, I and others 
employed or associated with the assignee of the application continued working on and enhancing 
the software used to practice the invention. 

10. Between early December 1998 and the time the application was filed in 
March of 1999, work continued on the development and enhancement of the software. Work 
was also ongoing, and continuous during this time period toward applying for a patent, including 
discussions and research about whether the invention is patentable, what aspects are important to 
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patent, how to go about applying for a patent, how much a patent might cost, how to find a patent 
attorney to help with the process, and related issues. 

1 1 . In early March of 1999 following research into the patent process and its 
expected costs, and research relating to patent attorneys best suited to provide patent assistance 
as to the technology involves in the inventions, the firm of Shook, Hardy & Bacon ("SHB") was 
contacted and engaged to prepare and file the patent application. 

12. On March 8, 1999, representatives of the assignee of the application met 

with attorneys from SHB to discuss the application and provide a description of the invention. 

13. Following the March meeting, a provisional application was filed on 
March 16, 1999 followed by filing of this application on March 19, 1999. 

14. From at least early December of 1998 until the time this application was 
filed, I and the other two inventors were continuously diligent in getting information and 
preparing the document necessary to prepare and file the patent application. 

15. All acts set forth in this Declaration were performed in the United States, 
Including all work relating to the conception, the actual reduction to practice and the preparation 
and filing of the patent application.
